Rosenberg and his email dark- 
haired wife clasped hands under 
the counsel table as, the verdict 
wos read. Sobell stared im- 
pessively at the jury.

The first stage of these talks 
concluded yestartday. Delegates 
from overseas are going ‘home 
and reporting to their govern- 
ments without having reached 
agreement. . 

‘But officials emphasised today 
that negotintions had not been 
broken off and ‘that the talks 
were. being .continued here by 
permanent roprosentatives of 
the -tin-producing countries. 

Tho, proposal now under study 
by the United States Govern- 
mont is that producer nations 
would agree to international 
allocation of their tin produce 
{ion for a limited perlod on the 
following conditions: 

(1) If the United States 
Government will co-operate in 
arriving at a price for tin satis- 
factory to the needs of the tin- 
producing industry, 

(2) If the United States will 
commit itself in advance to 
purchase for allocation any 
residual surpluses that may be 
anticipated in tin production. -
